1X, CHECHNYA REPUBLIC. Khamzat, 1X5AA, located near the city of Grozny, continues 
to be very active on 20 meters CW. Activity seems to take place between 2300 and 0130z 
around 14015 kHz. Many ask if this is a new entity. The answer now is NO. For DXCC 
purposes, if license and documentation is acceptable, 1X5AA counts for European Russia. QSL 
via W3HNK. 


3B7, ST. BRANDON (UPDATE). A press release by Urs, HB9ABO, reports that HB9JAI just 
received the license for their 3B7 DXpedition from the Mauritian Telecommunication 
authorities. The callsign that was issued is 3B7RF. The updated list of operators will be: 
3B8CF, HB9ABO, HB9ADP, HB9AFH, HB9AFI, HB9AHL, HB9AJW, HB9BQI, HB9BQW, 
HB9BXE, HBYJAI, JA3IG, KSKG and W7SE. Four stations will be active from two sites on 
Raphael Island, one of the 22 islands making up the archipelago. The operation is scheduled to 
start May 7th and last until May 17th. The operation has received an ARRL Colvin Award 
grant of $5000 (USD) to help in funding.

e RTTY - 7035, 14080, 18105, 21080 and 28080 kHz
